^oltttcal Statement #28 

Anarchist/Nihilist: Today’s anarchist/nihilist terrorist groups 
believe in and strive for the complete destruction of Western Society 
as we know it. Most anarchist groups aspouse support for and belief 
in the Marxist Leninist philosophy (sic), and allege to be fighting evil 
capitalism and imperialism for the good of the masses of the world. 
In reality they propose only to destroy the targeted governments 
and other social institutions without advocating any real form of 
replacement government They do not truly want revolution, only 
destruction. A number of Western European terrorist groups, the 
Red Army Faction (RAF) for example, follow this way of thinking. 
The best way to summarize this ideology is to quote from an RAF 
statement: ‘Society is corrupt; it must be destroyed; that which 
comes later will be better.’ In specific terms, the major difference 
between anarchism and nihilism is that while anarchism calls for the 
destruction of existing governments and their controls, nihilism 
demands all of that and in addition destruction of all existing social 
institutions and structures. Anarchist ideology is usually reflected 
in the group’s organization, which will not be as rigidly structured 
as in a ‘traditional’ Marxist-Leninist orientated group, and will not 
have or be subordinate to a political ‘front’ organization.”

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GENERAL STRIKE: MAY ISISO AGAIN? 

MAYBE NOT , BUT... ANARCHIST INFORMATION FROM FRANCE

During December 1995. a general strike look place in France never 
seen [it's uikat Ike journalist and official authorities said .) since Ike 
prettg month of Hag big student, worker, iobless. and "mang 
others... " movement was a great fresh air in all the minds of whom itmag 
concern and a real problem for the others (bg the word "problem". I mean 
question, reflection and real big economical deficits for the bosses, 
etc...) Of course, from an anarchist point of view [not to sag "anarcho- 
punk" pointof view...].lthad nothing to do withthismqsttcal month of Hag 
68. that we didn't live in angwag. because 1968 movements and riots was. 
at least in France, a REAL HEHTRL1TV revolution (instead of THE revolu- 
tion...). Hhathappened in December 1995 has nothing to do with it... It was 
just (hopefullq it HAS!) a reaction against the French state and the new 
government... You know the wag it goes... Just in some months, nuclear 
test again [even if we weren't manq to mobilize against), more securitg 
laws, mote exclusion, more cops in thestreels [and the armg too!!), more 
financial help from the state (since 3 gears!) for the bosses, less moneg 
for the workers, more and more people being fired from their work, less 
and less social help to the people, more homelessness and more emptg 
flats in the big cities, more taxesfor the ones who alwags have their work, 
more laws for bosses to exploit their servants, more discrimination 
against immigrants, and more and more capitalist bullshit... You know the 
wag it goes. So it defmitelg wasn't a revolution but a big reaction, positive 
one angwag. because before it happened, mang journalists, politicians, 
and other "intellectual speakers" developped a theorg that all sort of 
protest and rebellion was now over and that time to work reallg hard had 
come to put the countrg back in it's legs if we wanted to survive in the 
international economical new/old/ever the same world order [see what 
I mean? Punks?) Yeah. I know, all thisseemsto be a negative pointof view 
(in fact it strikes and revolts can ontg be good but some critics can help 
too. especiallg to inform gou a little hitmore). but ifs just Hiat the officials 
Trade Unions just put the movement on and called for a general strike 
during more than one month and decided one dag to stop it because the 
government let them win on some LITTLE points and especiallg for the 
railway workers, that was alreadg a good thing, hut what happen for now 
for the rest of the societg? Post. Telecom. Energg, Public service, 
universitg school, and all the French societg [workers, jobless, homeless. 
qouth.elderlq.THEpeople...)who are alwagsunderdanger of exploitation, 
privatisation, repression, regression [sound like a punk song, no? One 
more proof we are right lll.etc... Hell, that movement and general strike 
showed that people are alwags able to move their ass and their mind at 
ang moment when it becomes necessarg. Bnd it's the important lesson 
to learn from this December 95 French general strike. Even if the official 
trade unions just consider thier own politics, even if the majority of the 
people, and the strikers, don't ask for a radical change in the societg and 
their dailg life, even if ... etc... Rll Hiat shouis Hi aF everything c an happens 
when gou TRHE BRCH VOUR LIFE: especiallg when official poeple sags that 
gou have to work for the future of gour enterprise, of gour kids, of gour 
countrg... 

During this general strike, mang reallg 816 demonstrations took 
place all over the land. It meant that mang fights against the police 
happened as well, with mang arrests, mang court decisions, mang hills, 
and mang prison condemnations. The big problem aboutitisthat when the 
fighting happened, it was alwags condemned bg the official trade unions 
like provocations or else whom had nothing to see with the strikers, but 
just run bg some autonomes. "brokers”, or anarchists. Hhattheg forgot 
is that in one month they just obtains somes littles things and never what 



theg reallg asked for [the downfall of the new French economic plan, the 
dismissal of the prime minister, an end to all privitasitions. etc. ) and that 
during this time, in just 2 dags, the miners in the northeast of Fiance, get 
DLL what theg askedfor because theg had gone all together [1000 people] 
with helmets, wood or steel sticks, to the central direction and attacked 
it, smashed the cops [who were afraid, that time, to fight those nothing 
to lose workers', than the usual students, children, anarchist, and punks, 
unorganised for street fighting). Yeah ready, in two dags the miners get 
evergthing what theg wanted justbecause theg destroged all in their wag: _ 
Dosses, direction building, cops... Riots are cool, but the smell of revolu- 
tion is a more efficient weapon. During that, the strike continued: The 
demons were walking, the riots burned and friends we sent to jails. 

The spirit goes on. so angthing can happen if gou just doit gourself. 

And one more proof that what the anarchists or punks [or both] can sag 
or sing is not so wrong is that the journalist from all sort of papers, right, 
left, nnetral. extreme right or officials ones, after and during this move- 
ment talked for the first time since mang gears about "« SORT OF S0- 
CALLED RETURN OF " the anarchist movement" [including anarcho-punk.) 
like if the anarchist movement was dead since mang gears [not so wrong 
some places) and suddenlg re-appears from nowhere (ges. sure, in 
France all is magic Jaha). Strange isn't it ? There's just a little answer 
to that: YES: The French anarchist movement is more and more important 
since some gears, and in DLL its forms [that is THE important point!): 
classical, sgndicalist. antifacist. antisexist, punk, or all that mixed to- 
gether. Decause some people always continued to put the ideas and the 
practices on. even without a real network, but we learn and we build. 

Hell, this was just a sort of individual opinion about that December 
general strike fever. Let's now uiaitfar a more imporfant contagion. The 
virus still runs rampant! 

After thatbig. and little bit much social and ideological, anarchist 
introduction of the last adventures from the smelly cheese countrg. 
here's some more official D.I.Y. informations from a nation of frog lovers... 

...AND EDUCATE! 

HRLOHR: that means "cokective house" in a language of a 
continent on the other side of the ocean we see from France.lfs on [not 
to sag THE] anarcho-punk collective who have existed for nearlg 10 gears 
and is based in Dijon [between Paris and Lgon. have a look on the map U S. 
children, and Paris is not in Texas Jaha). Theg run a D.I.Y. mailorder 
reallg active and important for a countrg like France. This collective 
shares a place with a group of the French Anarchist Federation and others 
groups like antifacist or antimAitarist ones. This place is used for mang 
things too. The NAHOLA collective regularly organise some politicals 
meetings [antisexism, animal liberation, prison, etc.) here, sometimes 
with video projections, small gigs [punk, hardcore, folk songs.etc.). Their 
place is open duringthe week for different activities like official meetings 
of the different collectives: the bar/cafe, infoshop. vegan food. etc. 
Rppart of the activities of the place In itself. Hakola organlszes everg 
month 3 or4 bigger gigs with hands from France. Europe, and the rest of 
the world [even tours for foreign bands, like Defiance], but not just that, 
because theg are important [if not the most] part of the anarchist 
movement in this area [have gou found gour map?), and theg participate 
to organize demonstrations [against facist. nuclear test. armg. police 
repression, anti-abortion fanatics, and mang others). Theg. are con- 
nected with mang others collectives, groups, or individuals in France, but 
not on just a political level, of course theg ate in spirit, hut in a friendly 
state of mind too. because the attitiude between people who know 
eachother like friends are more effective to work together for a long time 


and on some realistic basis, than just in some ideological positions [in the 
sectarian attitude I mean). Of course, for American people, for example. 
France is a reallg little countrg. and we know eachother more like friends 
(not onlg. but magbe first], so it's really something more easg to us to trg 

build togethersomelngefficientnow.Thishastekenusalotoftime.and 

it will take time to continue in the future; alwags. 

For the past two gears. 96 is the third one. Hakola has organized 
a big anarchist festival with meetings, gigs, stalls, demos, exhibitions, 
and more. The onlg regular anarchist festival to take place in France 
nowadags (feat festival, because there are others anarchist "meetings" 
each gear, but with not so mang people as the Hakola one). This gear it 
will take place on the 10.13 and 14th of July, so contact them for ang 
proposition, or information. Evergone is welcome: Just do It yourself)

LE HIOSH: this is on infoshop project that tiasexisted since Januarg 
1995, but who reatlg started during the summer of 95. It's the first 
Infoshop to take place in Paris [I mean, anarchist bookshops exist in Paris 
and in France, but no Infoshop] and the second one in France [after the 
one of Lgon which was a squatted place and was evicted in 1394). This 
infoshop is run bg different collectives and individuals involved in mang 
different fanzines, bands, groups. DIY projects, and political activities. 
Those different people aren't Involved of concerned bg the same prob- 
lems, tendencies, or interest hut work or have worked together mang 
times in the Paris area [anarchism, antifacism. squats. DIY. support to 
mang different international struggles, etc.]. This infoshop is a reallg 
small place, but people here can find here all sorts of Information about 
demostrations. actions, political collectives, meetings, and gigs. The 
advantage of this place is the possibilitg to get info from mang different 
people and activities [because mang different people run It, and different 
people come in] and give the possibilities to get info about a demo or gig 
decided atlhe last moment or unauthorized. It'sa place where people can 
meet themselves or meet other people too... Just to have a look, to have 
a rendezvous with friends, to consult somes books, zines. papers, or 
magbe have tea. The other part of the infoshop is the distribution of mang 
differnts means of communications and counterculture: Books, maga- 
zines. papers, fanzines, pamphlets, records, tapes. CD's. T-shirts, etc. All 
sort of material that we can read. hear, or see. Of course the main 
tendencies of the infoshop are anarchist and anarcho-punk. hut there are 
other sort of things. This is not a ghetto, even if people care ahoutthe stuff 
that is sent to be presented and distributed. And for the people coming 
from other countries, if theg didn't like the music, theg will find some 
books, zines. or papers from Europe and the OS too [like Profane, even if 
we get it 3 months after sometimes... Hahaha). The main problem of the 
infoshop is that each open dag it is runned bg different collectives of 
individuals.. It means we can't reallg follow a real literature or music 
distribution because evergbodg is alreadg involved in mang projects and 
activities, so it's alwags a little bit the chaos [don'tgou love it?]. Angwag 
it's one more free place for Paris, that we never expected to have, even 
one month before itstarted. So gou are welcome... Henesdag to Saturday.

FROM PROTEST 




"PUNKS" ATTACK SIJUAT AXI) QUEER I3AR| CZECH ANTIFASCIST' 

ARRESTED EUR MURDER 


On January foe lBfo. huo groups living in foe "Sprengel" [a 
squatted factory in foe northern part of Hannover luhich some of you may 
Hnouj about because of its [unwilling] central position of foe Chaos Days] 
got kicked out by the rest of the inhabitants. They belonged to a group of 
people calling themselves punk, who partly live in the Sprengel and partly 
in the "Nordstat" [Northern City], These people were well-known for their 
homophobic / sexist slogans, for singing fascist songs, etc. They also 
threatened and assaulted people of the Sprengel and the whole Hordstat. 
There is also some clear evidence that some of them rook part in actions 
against the "Schweile San." a Queer bar. nearly ruining the project. 

In the night from the 17th to 18th of January. 1996 the two above 
mentioned groups came into the bar trying to get beer [at first free and 
then they wanted to borrow it]. They didn't get any. so they left shouting 
anti-queer slogans and threatening people. Later they returned with five 
more people and attempted to break in and smashed the windows. This 
resulted in throwing these guys, after some struggles leaving some 
people injured, out of the Sprengel. 

On Friday the 19th. the above mentioned people, plus some 
reinforcements from Hamburg, assaulted the Sprengel at 2:00 PM. They 


smashed large parts of the building, destroyed computers, paintings, 
windows, etc. The inhabitants inside at the time managed to escape and 
waited with supporters in front of foe building, fit around 7:00 PM the 
people inside the house assaulted those outside with axes, gas guns, 
truncheons, stones, etc. but they were driven back into the house. The 
inhabitants refused an offer by the police to assault the house. Later, the 
group inside left the house and disappeared. No one was arrested. 

lifter these events, the house has been systematically barricaded 
by the inhabitants. 

What is most important for us is the these people called them- 
selves "punks." These are the same idiots ruining gigs by macho- 
dancing. etc. He. as punks have to deal with these anti-social elements. 
Maybe these people will try to attack the Sprengel again during foe Chaos 
Days ‘96. He have to prevent this. He also have to see that foe Sprengel 
inhabitants don't generalize. They realize that those elements shouldn't 
be called punks. I think we shouldn't allow situations like this to split foe 
political scene. We all have to act against the sexist and homophobic 
attitudes and actions and should not defend sexists just because they are 
calling themselves punk. Hick the bastards out! — Mark 


ANARCHIST COLLECTIVE IN TROUI3I.E 


After a few troubles last year the Austrian scene has split up in manq small groups, only fighting each other, 
and the cops tahe the chance and do the next stride to destroy the scene and the infrastructure. They searched flats 
and an Anarchist Boohshop. and anarchist activists got summons. 


The new year starts andtheneiu troubles are here. In Vienna there 
is an Anarchist Collective called Hevolutionsbraeuhof [HUH], they are 
doing a newspaper called Hultur Zwischendurch. They have also their 
own printing place, and they do a couple of good actions. For example, at 
Christmas time theg collect clothes and on the 24Hi December theg are 
giving the clothes and also some food and drinhs to homeless people. 
Theg had verg open troubles because of that, and also because of what 
theg are writing. 

On the Volhsstlmme festival, a two-dag festival organized bg the 
Communist Partg. theg sold their stuff and had a banner with the words: 
'AHRACHY INSTEAD OF AUSTRIA.'’ The cops came and tooh the banner. A 
gear before this happened one of their Activists was arrested, because 
of nothing. 

The first stride the cops did this gear mas on the 23rd January. The 
flats of two people, activists at RAH mere searched. The cops tooh some 
political magazines and about 80 floppy disks. A fern hours after the cops 
searched the Pats, theg searched the office of RBH and their boohshop. 


The police tooh two computers and about 350 Poppy disks. Also, the office 
of the Communist Students Collective mas searched, because it mas the 
old post address of RBH. Their computer mas taken also. AbouMB people 
got summons bg the cops. All these people are activists at RBH. or where 
activists of an other anarchisfcollective. Rfemyearsago some anarchist 
collectives made a paper about homeless people. Of each of these 
collectives, doing the paper together with RBH. at least one person got a 
summons. 

All these cop activities mere against the RBH. Last gear in Parch. 
Pag. and November the RBH made posters and Pgers which mere 're- 
questing a criminal offence" (violence against persons, arson....]. Bn all 
search marrants mas mritten that the reason that the people mere 
defendants mas because theg mere 'building a criminal gang.' making a 
'request to a criminal offence." and because of 'degrading the public'. 
The summons are all at the end of February, so me mill see what happens 
to the activists. — Joe

On March S3, young antifascist Pavel Kroupa took a bus uiith 
his brother from the Czech city of Prague to Mlada Boleslav. There 
mere also five nazis on the bus. He uias first verbally attacked and 
told. "You mill not leave this bus alive." At the end of the line they 
stood outside of the bus rnith a knife and brass knuckles.* A fight 
began and Pavel killed one of the nazis mith a knife. Later that 
night, the policecame to his house and accused him of murder. He 
is now imprisoned and facing murder charges, although he only 
. fought to survive — a fight for self defense. 

Every bit of support for Pavel is needed. Ne are making 
benefits to get a good lawyer and for his release. Ne hope that 
Pavel mill be released because of a similar case in the past, when 
one man [famous sculpturist Pavel Opocensky] killed a nazi 
skinhead in self defense, but it took years to prove that he mas 
attacked and killed only in self-defence. He is free now. but Pavel 
Hroupa is still in prison and me want the state to release him.

KIERAN FREE: A VICTORY FOR ONE IS A VICTORY FOR ALL! 


Dear Family. Friends and Comrades! 

On Sunday January 28 TH a jury unanimously found me not guilty 
of any crime for defending myself against a neo-nazi at an anti-racist 
demonstration back in October of 1993. 

It was a huge victory for all of us. The prosecutors bad thought 
they could harass and intimidate the anti-racist/anti-facist Defense 
Committee, and the long hours put in by Heith Ellison of the Legal Rights 
Center. 

There is no doubt that this was a political prosecution. From the 
circumstances of the charges, through the closing prosecutors argu- 
ments- it was an active, effective militant anti-racist movement that 
was on trial. But while they were able to prosecute me for being an anti- 
racist activist, they were unable to convince a jury that fighting racism 
was a crime. 

More than two years ago a small group of people came together 


to build support for my defense. Members of the Anti-Facist Oefense 
Committee devoted a good chunk of their lives to organizing protests and 
phone zaps, writing pamphlets, and opinion pieces, reaching out to allies 
locally, across the country and internationally, holding fundraisers and 
forums, ensuring that every day of court was packed with supporters, 
and just trying to keep all of our chins up. I have a lot of love and respect 
for all those who were involved in all aspects of the campaign and all 
those who supported it by donating money, writing letters, and 
spreading the word. 

During foe course of the campaign, foe Anti-Facist Oefense 
Committee also helped rejuvenate Anti-Racist Action, a youth based 
anti-racist, direct organization that is a part of a national network. AAA 
continues to work against police brutality and white supremacist groups 
like the Hu Hlux Hlan and Northern Hammer Skinheads. 

The Anti-Facist Defense Committee will probably continue in 
some form. Os the growing anti-racist/anti-facist movement will 


undoubtedly face similiar circumstances in foe future. [Already in 
Columbus, Ohio some anti-racists face felony charges from counter- 
demostrating against the HHH ] 

The Legal Rights Center and it's director Heith Ellison deserve 
special thanks. Heith. who always works for free, was not expecting 
a two-year long battle, complete with visits to the State Court of Appeals, 
when he volunteered to take my case on. But his own commitment to 
activism and real justice ensured consistently excellent legal represen- 
tation. 

I want to also thank my mom April, my dad Jim. my sister Hatrina. 
and Justine [my closest comrade] for their active support over foe last 
two years. I love them alot and think they are way cool. Our movement 
doesn't often get big victories, so it's important to celebrate them, to 
gather energy and inspiration for the struggles ahead.

'dangerous anarchists" or something like that. 

Fmallp. after some discussion, we were able to give the people 
from the emhassp some lists with signatures of manp people asking 
for justice for Leonard Peltier. 

So. despite the police, we fulfilled our aims: to denouce the 
unjust situation of Leonard Peltier and give the US Emhassp the lists of 
signatures asking for solidaritp. He also achieved another goal in that 
on important local newspaper commented on this event in it's pages 
and a small TV station did a report as well. He hope the action will 
help a hit.

WE DON’T REVIEW EVERY ZINE WE GET! 

Each time we get our mail from the post office, 
there is inevitably a large quantity of zines and other 
printed material crammed into our P.O. Box. While it 
is encouraging to see such a tremendous output from the 
underground publishing world, there is no way possible 
for us to find time (or space in PE) to review everything 
we receive. We are making every attempt to review 
those we find most relevant to our anarcho-punk per- 
spective, but there are inevitably a precious few that we 
will overlook or miss. If your zine is not reviewed this 
time, it is not because we hate you, it is more likely that 
we ran out of time, energy and space to get to yours. We 
love to get zines, so please keep sending them and 
maybe we’ll get to yours next time around if you didn’t 
get a review in this issue. If we receive multiple 
subsequent issue of a zine, we will review the most 
recent one received. 

Some information to keep in mind when order- 
ing zines: Whenever possible, we have listed the 
postage-paid price to order a sample copy from the US. 
Postage rates keep increasing, so if you are ordering 
copy from outside the US, or ordering a zine produced 
overseas, remember to send ample money to cover 
postage (as a rough rule of thumb, double the listed 
price for airmail postage overseas). Perhaps the best 
way to send money is well-concealed cash, but remem- 
ber you are doing so at your own risk. Most zines 
editors do not have separate bank accounts for their 
products, so if you are going to send a check or money, 
it may be the best idea to leave the “pay to” line blank. 

What those codes mean: The line below the title 
contains the following information: The first is the 
postage-paid price in the US when that information is 
provided. The second piece of information is the size 
code as follows: 

S = Standard (roughly 8 1/2" x 1 1" or A4) 

HS = Half Standard (roughly 5 1/2" x 8 1/2" or 

A5) 

L = Legal (a rare size, roughly 8 1/2" x 14") 

HL = Half Legal (roughly 7" x 8 1/2") 

T = Tabloid (roughly 1 1" x 17") 

Following the size is the number of pages, usually 
including the cover. The last piece of information is the 
language, only listed for non-English publications. 

PE is still a 
poetry free environment.

For reasons unexplained (and unfathomable by this 
reviewer), the Free Society Collective has moved from 
Minneapolis to New York City, and this is their first 
issue completed in entirety in their new location. Free 
Society, the magazine, is a product of the collectives on- 
going commitment to deep ecology and anarchism, 
with this issue having a special focus on the social, 
historical, and radical background of ecological themes. 
In support of Mumia Abu Jamal, there is a speech 
translated from Jacques Derrida, as well as information 
on further resistance towards freeing Mumia, and a 
background on the MOVE organization. As well, there 
is a lengthy article on the politics of breast cancer and 
genetic engineering, further supported on the theme of 
toxic environment with an interview of Wade Collins 
on the medical industry and its effects on workers and 
women, as well as a review of the film Safe, which as 
about a woman suffering from Environmental Illness. 
There is also an article tracking the group’s evolution- 
ary decent of the eco-anarchist movement since the late 
80’ s, and other supplementary articles, news and re- 
views. The writings contained herein are, for the most 
part, very academic and dryly intellectual, yet contain 
a healthy, idealistic attitude. Layouts are smart, with 
the occasional graphic throughout to break monotony. 


I wouldn’t recommend this to someone just introduced 
to the ideas of anarchism, but definitely get this for a 
deeper understanding of current social and ecological 
issues.

OF NATIONALISM AND WAR 


was nationalism, no more socialism. The 
enormous need for being in power at any cost 
behind the facade did not change at all.

Anything else is 
manipulation, the inclination to war profi- 
teering and an attempt to bring about an armed 
peace" which exposes itself best in the 
present nationalist madness. 

Up to date the powerful of all colors 
used us for their dirty games, giving to us 
war, death, violence, unemployment, destitu- 
tion and despair in exchange for that. Enough! 
Rebel! 


We have devoted a section of this issue 
for news and resistance information 
from former Yugoslavia. While the 
embattled Balkan nation states are 
currently in a state of relative peace 
under the Dayton agreement, brokered 
by powerful international interestest 
and enforced by United Nations, the 
region threatens to re— explode at any 
moment into some of the most violent 
ethinic and nationalist conflict Eu- 
rope has seen in the later half of the 
20th century. With promises of United 
States troop withdrawels before years 
end, and true peace (perhaps impossi- 
bly so) over the horizon, the warring 
factions of Serb, Croat and Bosnian 
nationalists may again be at eachothers* 
throats in the very near future. This 
section is an attempt to document 
resistance and counterculture activi- 
ties that have been taking place and 
are continuing to happen in this war- 
torn region. Much of the information 
in this section has been gathered and/ 
or translated by On Gogol Boulevard, 
a section of the Neither East Nor West 
Network, who incidentally are in need 
of emergency financial support to 
continue their vital activities.. 
More information on 0GB and the NENW 
network is located on the next page. 


Following is an article from a four 
page paper called Over the Walls of 
Nationalism and War. It was produced and 
distributed throughout ex-Yugoslavia by 
anarchists from Serbia and Croatia . 

Yugoslavia was bound to disintegrate; as 
any other “real-socialist" country, she was a 
dictatorship, a bureaucratic authoritarian 
regime that canceled freedoms. The so-called 
freedom that was intrinsic to “our" country 
compared to the other Eastern European coun- 
tries was nothing but an illusion; again, 
whoever raised a voice against it, could 
expect a police baton. 

Our abundantly praised self-management 
was yet another illusion; did working people 
have an opportunity freely to associate, to 
reproduce and to exchange their products 
benefiting everyone? No, they did not. 

On the other hand we should not have 
illusions now about the Western capitalist 
chimera, which is no better; the “free” market 
is just another apparition ruled by the 
interests of the rich and powerful. It s 
foundations are savage competition and ex- 
ploitation of human by human and of nature by 
human. It brings wealth and privileges to a 
minority, and repression, poverty and famine 
to the majority. 

Due to the collapse of Yugoslavia a lot 
of state bureaucrats were left without their 
dole. Those who always wanted power master- 
minded the way to realize their ugly goals: new- 
nationalist countries were born out of the 
will for power among the old and the new power- 
hungry nomenclature (administrative offi- 
cials under Communism) . The clash of their 
overlaying appetites caused the war. They are 
the ones who painted the picture of an enemy 
aggressor (Albanian, Serbian, Slovenian, 
Croatian, Muslim, ...) using the mass-media. 
Just the ideological facade changed; now it

ANNOUNCEMENT 2 FOURTH ANNIVERSARY OF OUR PROTEST AGAINST THE WAR 


The acknowledgment of the date of our 
anniversary cannot have a ceremonial or 
celebrational character. We have nei- 
ther put an end to the war nor had such 
an illusion. However, we have not 
abandoned ourselves to desperation, nor 
are we in the trap of helplessness, nor 
« have we lost our hope. Despite the deep 

conflicts which war provokes in us we do 
not have doubts about continuing our 
actions. Despite insults, underestima— 
* tions and condemnations that are ad- 

dressed to the pacifist movement here, 
and not only here, we are still convinced 
that non-violent strategies are the only 
alternatives to war. Great energy and 
means are expended in war and armed 
violence, bringing only death, destruc- 
tion and hatred. In non-violent strat- 
egies, almost no means are used and still 
their existence and dissemination 
encourage us, yet also disturb those who 
support, produce and lead the war. They 
would like to see us helpless, apathetic 
and passively accepting our fate; to see 
us in the condition in which they have 
already put most of the inhabitants... 

For four years, since October 9, 
1991, every Wednesday we have made 
visible our non-violent protests against 
war and the Serbian regime, which we hold 
responsible for war; we instigate civil 
disobedience against all forms of im- 
posed indent ification: nation, national 
state, all armies and flags. 

We are transforming our anger over 
war and militarism into positive ac- 
tions : 

- We value (respect) voices of women 
against war and have recorded them in 
alternative women's history, the proof 
of this being in our large publishing 
activities (books, magazines, brochures 
etc.) in different languages. 

- We organize international meetings of 
our women's solidarity network against 
war. The last such meeting (our fourth 
annual) was held in August 1995 in 
Tre snjevac . Our friends came from all 
countries of the former Yugoslavia and 
from 14 other countries. The Serbian 
police regime constantly presents us 
with numerous obstacles to this form of 
sommunications this past August, for 30 
aours, they blocked the passage of a bus 
af Italian pacifists, not allowing them 
fco enter the country to attend our 
neeting. They refuse to give visas to 
Spanish and other pacifists and femi- 
aists and put activists from our group, 
aur friends from Croatia and other 
countries under police interrogation 
;tc. 

What is it that the Serbian regime 
fears when it has in its hands such a 
police and military force? This proves 
that even our modest acts of non- violent 
resistance are a “threat" to the totali- 


tarian regime which wants to control 
everything by instilling fear and through 
force. 

- We condition, spread and strengthen the 
network of international alternative 
relationships to overcome the limits 
which are placed on us and to confront 

> obstacles by confirming local and global 
connections. 

- We stimulate and develop relationships' 
of support and exchange with refugees; 
instead of charity and victimization we 
want to assist them to regain their lost 
self-respect and dignity. In our work in 
refugee centers we are facing obstacles 
placed by the institutions and above all 
the Serbian Commission for Refugees -.who 
are refusing, with no explanation, to 
grant us permission to go to the refugee 
centers. We continue, despite the 
Ministry of Internal Affairs of Serbia, 
who, in accordance with the aforemen- 
tioned commission, has forbade us to go 
to the refugee centers. They are also 
putting those refugees who cooperate 
with us under police interrogation; one 
more proof that this regime wants to 
strangle every form of self-organizing 
and autonomous thought. 

- We support men who refuse to go to war, 
who refuse forced mobilization and war 
deserters. We plead for conscientious 
objection of military service to become 
a basic human right here also. 

In short, we are convinced that only a 
network of civil society and non-violent 
resistance can change the logic of war 
and stop war machinery* It is a long-term 
strategy that requires patience, persis- 
tence and whose results happen gradu- 
ally. We lean on each other for support, 
in solidarity of common troubles and for 
projects within the autonomous women's 
and pacifist movements worlwide. 

We will continue to be on the streets of 
Belgrade to publicly protest against the 
war and all forms of militarism.

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EX— YU GO PEACE OPPOSITION GOES CYBER

“The media were used to turn people 
against each other* That s what Eric 
Bachman, system operator of the new Zamir 
Transnational Ret (ZTR), an electronic 
link that connects antiwar activists in 
the former Yugoslav republics, told 
Germany * s Die Zeit newspaper. “We are 
building up a medium that brings people 
together. ” Zamir means “peace” in Serbo- 
Croatian, the language of what was once 
Yugoslavia. 

Before Yugoslavia's violent collapse in 
1990, youth in each of the country's six 
republics fought each other in soccer 
stadiums, listened to the same music 
(British) , watched the same movies (Ameri- 
can) , smoked the same hash (Moroccan) and 
hated the same system (Communist). Rock 
bands from Serbia and Bosnia filled 
stadiums in Croatia and Slovenia, and 
vice versa. But this natural bonding 
among youth was discouraged by the top 
brass of the army and Communist Party, who 
considered rock'n roll too Western, Ameri- 
can and decadent. They hated the idea of 
letting anybody escape their ideological 
control. In the late 1980s, the official 
ideology abruptly switched from Yugoslav 
Communism to the Serbian, Croatian, 
Bosnian and Slovenian nationalism which 
had been taboo under the old regime. The 
ancient nationalist flags and popular 
nationalist songs (mostly left over from 
the Nazi period) became new symbols of 
patriotism as ex— Communist politicians 
promised to dismantle Communism while 
blaming the “other side” for Yugoslavia's 
economic decline. War became inevitable. 

The key to the politicians* success 
was communication— or, more precisely, 
the lack of it. The formerly Communist- 
controlled media in each republic came 
under the control of born-again nation- 
alists. Independent, alternative media- 


magazines, low— power PM stat ions-Hn/ere 
confiscated by the police if they tried 
to cross republic lines. Reading newspa- 
pers from other republics came to be 
viewed as unpatriotic. 

Finally, just before the war started, 
the Serbian and Croatian governments shut 
down all communication between the two 
nations and sealed the borders. The 
telephone lines in Bosnia-Herzegovina 
were destroyed when the war spread there 
in 1991. With the disruption of the postal 
system, local antiwar and human-rights 
organizations suddenly found themselves 
isolated from each other and the outside 
world. 

Then, in early 1992, the Communica- 
tions Aid Project for Former Yugoslavia 
was initiated by international peace 
groups, together with local groups like 
Croatia's Anti-War Campaign and Serbia s 
Center for Anti-War Action. Modems were 
distributed and the ZTR was launched. 
Activists in Croatia, Serbia and Bosnia 
can now talk over the Internet, with the 
signal routed through Austria, Germany or 
Britain. 

Thanks to ZTR, nationalist dictators 
have lost their power to prevent commu- 
nication beyond the borders of their 
police states. Row independent propeace 
media like Croatia's Arkzin and Serbia's 
Vreme publish their electronic editions 
on ZTR and are read by the “other side. 
Bosnian refugees in San Francisco have e- 
mailed contacts back home and traced lost 
relatives. When Serbian authorities im- 
posed their own directors on the Belgrade 
newspaper Borba in 1994 » the ousted 
journalists gave the world their side of 
the story on ZTR. When Kosevo Hospital in 
Sarajevo, the besieged Bosnian capital, 
was in desperate need of antibiotics last 
year, it issued an appeal via the network 
and international volunteers got the 


medicine through. When 10 opposition 
activists from Split were arrested by 
Croatian authorities and beaten in prison 
in 1993 , supporters sent out daily 
reports via the Ret. The beatings stopped. 

In 1992 a group of young people 
barricaded themselves in a local bar 
called the Zitzer Club in the small 
village of Tresnjevac in northern Serbia, 
refusing to be drafted for the war in 
Bosnia. As the Serbian army surrounded 
the village, they declared independence 
and sovereignty, assuming the name Zitzer 
Spiritual Republic in a parody of the 
ultranationalism sweeping the region 
(“zitzer” is a local term for a good pool 
shot). Their anthem was Ravel's Bolero 
and their coat of arms was a pizza pie 
"surrounded by three pool balls. Peace 
activists across the border in Hungary 
spread the word through the Internet, and 
a Rew York group, Reither East Ror West, 
organized a benefit concert in CBGB in 
Rovember 1993 to raise funds to get the 
Zitzer draft resisters their own com- 
puter. Today the “republic” is on-line at 
zsr ZaMir-bg* ztn» zer» de • 

One of the main sponsors of the network 
is international financial mogul George 
Soros' Open Society Institute, which also 
funds several alternative and indepen- 
dent media in the region, such as Arkzin 
and Vreme , and has poured war-reconstruc- 
tion money into Bosnia. The Soros agenda 
mystifies many observers. After quietly 
funding prodemocracy movements in the 
Communist world for years, he has re- 
cently launched his first political 
project in the West— the Rew York-based 
lindesmith Center, dedicated to chal- 
lenging America's War on Drugs (Inter- 
view, Oct. '95 HT). Former Yugoslavia is 
just a part of Soros* financial-aid 
involvement in ex— Communist Europe. As he 
likes to put its “Row they don't call it 
Soviet empire any more, they call it Soros 
empire .” 


SOB or The Role Of Personalities in History 


When in 1983 someone described 
Nicaraguan dictator Anastasio 
Somoza as a ‘son of a bitch to US 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
said, ‘Yes, I knows ‘but he is 
our son of a bitch • A new 
political category was born and was 
later exploited by many Somaza— 
like characters. Balkan national- 
ist s-populist dictators, Dr. Fran jo 
Tudjman and Mr. Slobodan Milosevic 
are exploiting that particular 
stereotype of the US foreign policy , 
each in his own way . 

Dr. Tudjman - with his white 
uniforms, decorations, dark 
glasses and shark’s grin - spon- 
taneously and effortlessly fits 
the familiar image of Latin Ameri- 



can dictator. Mr. milosevic, on 
projecting to Americans is the 
sterotype of a grey, stern and 
dangerous Cold War Communist 
leader, a ‘strong man to talk to 
typical mid- 70 * s real-socialist 
nomenclature boss. Dr. Tudjman 
is outspoken and mostly outra- 
geously candid; Mr. Milosevic is 
secretive, rarely seen in pub- 
lic, a silent power broker. They 
are both undisputed leaders of 
their ethnic groups; they weild 
considerable local power broker; 
without them no peace in the 
Balkans can be brokered. Humor- 
ing them keeps the diplomatic 
industry working and ‘interna- 
tional negotiators* of all kinds 


employed. They both know it, there 
is no better way to upset them than 
to walk out on them- and that s the 
sword they both skillfully wield. 
They are selling their nuisance 
value, make us happy, we'll kill 
another couple of thousand poeple ... 

A veteran, bitter and disap- 
pointed US diplomat told this 
author in 1993 that ‘all those 
international negotiators are not 
after the peace in Bosnia; they are 
after the Nobel Peace Prize. But 
they aren’t gonna get it. Milosevic 
and Tujman are gonna get it; If 
Henry Kissinger could, why 
shouldn’t they?

Political Pornography” In Croatia 


JfaiijkiErtta?

Feral Tribune and it's editors have 
gained a reputation as humerous, irrever- 
ent, muckraking, and informative. It is 
a distictly independent newspaper, 
against all politicians,” as one of the 
editors, Boris Dezulovic says. Feral 
Tribune is particularly against the rul- 
ing politicians of Croatia, who have made 
it their business to try to shut the weekly 
newspaper down. 

Feral begins in 1984 as a one-page 
weekly satirical insert in Ifedjajna 
Dalmacija, a daily newspaper in Split , on 
the Dalmatian Coast. It then moved to the 
major daily, Slobodna Dalmacija, where it 
was published in a four-paged version. In 
the mid— to late 1980* s, Slobodna was 
known as a liberal newspaper that was not 
afraid to challenge the ruling communist 
authorities. Feral's biting satire fit 
right in. But when the Tudjman regime 
ordered the “privatizing” of newspapers 
in early 1993, that spelled the end of the 
newspaper’s independence. After it was 
taken over by supporters of the ruling HDZ 
party, most of Slobodna ’s journalists 
left. Ten joined Feral Tribune’s three 
editors to transform the insert into a 
seriously weekly newspaper. 

In the last two years, Feral Tribune 
has become one of the most popular weekly 
newspapers in Croatia. It has 48 pages in 
large tabloid format, with 40 pages of 
news. At 50,000 copies, its circulation 
is the highest among independent publica- 
tions in the country. The editors claim 
a total of 200,000 readers all told. 

The regime is going to great lengths 
to silence the newspaper. Why? “We became 
public enemy number one when we wrote 
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IS THIS WHAT WE FOUGHT FOR? 


about Croatian war crimes in Bosnia,” says 
Dezulovic, who joined the Feral editorial 
team in 1991. “We are traitors only 
because we publish the truth.” 

In February, the draft board called 
up the 34-year-old editor-in-chief, Viktor 
Ivancic, to military service and placed 
him in a unit of professinal soldiers for 
six months- the only newspaper editor in 
the country to be called to military 
service. Throughout the year, various 
party and government officials have filed 
civil lawsuits against the newspaper for 
libel and insults. A total of fifteen 
lawsuits have been filed claiming damages 
of nearly $1 million. Among the plain- 
tiffs are Ante Djapic, head of the 
extremist Croat Party of the Right, 
Tomislav Mercep, the deputy minister of 
police who is widely accused of war 
crimes, and Zljko Olujic, a former pros- 
ecutor. One case has been decided and 
found in favor of djapic. Feral was 
ordered to pay DM 40*000 ($25,000) in 
damages . 

A worse blow came in July, when the 
Ministry of Culture and Education decided 
that Feral Tribune was “political pornog- 
raphy, suspeneded it’s tax-exempt privi- 
leges, and began forcing it to pay a 40 
percent circulation tax that is intended 
exclusively for pornographic magazines. 
The determination was based on the front 
page that showed Franjo Tudjman and 
Slobodan Milosevic in bed together, with 
the headline “is This What We Fought 
For?”, an allusion to widely believed 
alliance struck by the two dictators to 
divide Bosnia. The consequences of the 
tax are catastrophic for the newspaper, 
which already requires some outside sup- 
port. Taxes are now deducted from 
payments on all sales by the monopoly 
state distributor, Tisak. The total lost 
income is DM50, 000($30, 000) per issue. 
Besides being relieved of this onerous 
tax, one hope for the paper moght be an 
independent distribution system, a dream 
af all independent newspapers in Croatia. 
Its prospects have been boosted recently 
through a grant of the European Union to 
a consortium put together by Feral. | 

To protest the government ’s decision, 
the editors ceased publication for a week, 
“so that we can prove that Croatia will not 
fall without Feral, as those who brought 
it before a firing squad wanted.” 

In a statement , the editorial board wrote : 

It is clear to anyone with a gram of 
healthy reason that Feral Tribune is not 
a pornographic paper, but a kind of 
official sanction has been put it on it for 
higher political interests.” The taxa- 
tion of Feral- whatever one thinks of its 
contents- heralds a complete purge of the 
Croatian media •••• and a treacherous 

blow to democratic processes Through 

the legalization of state violence-from 
the establishment of a one— party parliment, I 
to “legal evictions,” to legalized 
thievary through ownership transfers, to 
the introduction of state censorship 
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applied either through “taxation poli- 
tics” or through the monstrously named 
Law on Freedom of Public Communication— 
the way is guaranteed to a classic 
dictatorship.

Old Boss: Post— Communist Croatia 

Since 1990 The Croatian Democratic Union 
(HDZ)has '..-on absolute power in elections. 
The favorite motto of the HDZ now is “Only God 
above the Croatian Parliment.” But this 
slogan has been severly tested by the 
implementation of the new Croatian constitu- 
tion. The semi-presidential system that ..as 
established, operating under conditions oi 
war in a country lacking democratic tradi- 
tions, has grown into an ail- powerful and 
authoritarian rule of state president, mak- 
ing Croatia efeectively a national, or one- 
| party state. The parliment , the oppostition, 
the public, and the political pluralism have 
all been marginalized. 

Despite the expressed ideological anti- 
communism of the new authorities, Bolshevik 
means have prevailed in practice. So-called 
national and state interests have been placed 
above democracy. Corruption and arbitrari- 
ness are a rife in the privatization of 
property. There is state and party control 
over key mass media. Human rights are 
neglected and the courts hold dubious inde- 
pendence. There is scorn expressed towards 
national minorities and the protection of 
their rights and interests, especially 
Serbs. This official attitude— which in- 
cludes rejection of an anti-facist Croatian 
tradition- has resulted in terrorist acts 
against Serbs.

WILD ROCKIES SUMMER 1996 

Cove/Mallard, In Central Idaho, is in the heart 
of one of the largest undeveloped and unroaded 
forested land in the lower 48 US. The area is a 
national forest, ostensibly “owned” by all US citi- 
zens. However it is being given away to large 
timber corporations. The US Forest Service, or 
Forest Dis-servive as the are appropriately known, 
is charged with protecting and “managing” na- 
tional forests. This bureaucracy has run amok, 
generally ignores legal protections and interprets 
management as logging, road buliding, and land 
gouging. 

Cove/Mallard is, perhaps the most egregious 
example of malfeasance. Because the land is less 
steep than the nearby canyon walls that tunble into 
the Salmon River, and has relatively pristine wa- 
tersheds, it is particularly important to endangered 
and threatened species of wildlife — lynx, wolver- 
ine, grey wolf, pileated woodpecker, and salmon, 
to name a few. The land and its wild inhabitants 
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1573 N. Milwaukee #420 Chicago IL 60622 
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are the very esssence of wilderness. 

The Cove/Mallard Coalition is waging a 
struggle against the destruction of the Greater 
Salmon-Selway Ecosytem. The Coalition includes, 
among others, Earth Firstlers, Seeds of Peace 
(they feed and give non-violence training to activ- 
ists at basecamp), and the Anceint Forest Bus 
Brigade (the basecamp owners). A basecamp on 
private property, adjacent to the Cove/Mallard are, 
is maintained during the summer. 

Because of the area’s importance, the 1 996 
Earth First Round River Rendezvous will be heid 
there from June 30 to July 7. This annual event is 
THE gathering for Earth First? activists from across 
the continent. The week is filled with workshops, 
skills training, non violence training, and a big rally. 
It’s a week for seeing old friends and making new 
ones, for networking, and lots of partying and 
music.

Journal for more details. 

Besides the rendezvous, we are organizing a 
1 00 mile walk to raise awareness about the Cove/ 
Mallard. Our routes take us through timber depen- 
dent communities. The purpose of the walk is to 
interact with people in these communities, to build 
coalitions, and to create a peaceful forum to dis- 
cuss various environmental issues, concerns, and 
conflicts.

PJE.: What is everyday life like in Brasil? Is it 
difficult being a punk in Brasil? 

Sadol: Living in S o Paulo, Brasil is very hard, 
we live, or better, survive in a poor capitalist 
country that since its “discovery” is positioned as 
just an international exploration colony. More than 
ever now, we face a great socio-economic crisis, 
very low salaries, unemployment, thousands of 
homeless families, the educational system is totally 
bankrupt, the working class is totally massacred 
for a little bourgois caste. The hunger and misery 
get greater day by day, and everything is 
consequence of a cold, neo-liberal and callous 
governmental system that maintains itself at the 
expense of others. 

Panlo: We live in a country with great 

unemployment, illiteracy, taxes, etc.. Poor people 
don’t have access to education, culture, spare time, 
medical treatment. In many areas, children die 
due to sicknesses that could be easily prevented 
with things like basic sanitation and nourishment. 
There is a great political repression. I imagine 
that anywhere, a person who breaks the morals, 
behaviors, asthetic norms and looks for change, 
will be reprimanded for making themselves a 
menace. In Brasil its no different either; the 

population suffers due to the lack of information 
and manipulation. Also it discriminates us( but 
we’re taking back, bit by bit, the populations 
understanding). And also here, punk gangs and 
nazi skinheads muddle things up very much. 
Joshuas: Here lifes very hard because we have 
a basic salary of $100.00 a month U.S. money, and 
the merchandise is very expensive. We often have 
to work Monday through Friday from 7 to 5 and 
still take buses that delay us 2 hours a day also. 
Its not easy to make a moderate living in Brasil, 
and to get it, we have to work too much. To 
be punk in S 0 Paulo is hard, because there is 
a lot of repression from police, society, family 
and also disagreements with nazi-skinheads. There 
are also punk gangsC false punks) that are 
nationalists, homophobics, sexists, etc..and fighting 


against these stupid ideas many times end up in 
conflicts between us, anarco-punks, and these gangs.

Joshuas: The Brasilian skinheads are all tied with 
the fascist parties or are super-nacionalist and they 
hunt us because we’re anarchists and spread to the 
people the bad thing that fascism, nazism. and 
nationalism are. They’re homophobics and 
machoists, and we criticize them very much because 
of this. For them, there is no diologue, just 
violence. They have good guns. This makes us 
respond and take offense because we can’t be 
stopped by these stupid and authoritarian people." 

They are almost everywhere in Brasil. 
There are many of them and in some places they 
are very organized. However, there is a focused 
resistence everywhere in the country also. 

Sadol: In brasil we have a great problem with 
skinheads. There are no S.HAHJP. members here; 
all skinheads here are nationalists, fascists or neo- 
nazis. And as I’m sure you know, we don’t have 
conciliation with these individuals, on the contrary, 
what has been happening nowadays are several 
conflicts. They’re everywhere in the country, some 
more organized, others not so, but the problem 
is that they must be combated. 

Some Brasilian fascist bands to boycott 
are: Virus 27 , Histeria. Dose Brutal, Kaos 64 , 
Pissichi Possessor, and Garotos Podres. 

Paulo: Conflicts often happen with skinheads. 
They’re like used like “cannon-bushing” by fascist/ 
nationalist parties. Due to our practice of 
spreading the internationalism, equality, that is 
opposed to what they deliver, we’re the target of 
constant threats and some of us have a head prize. 

Some time ago( September 23 rd, * 95 ), 
a conflict occurred between skinheads and punks 
and I’m happy to tell you that there is one less 
fascist in the world. The sad thing is that a friend, 
that was’nt involved in the this conflict is under 
lawsuit as the accused of being the co-author of 
the murder. 

In spite of all these problems, we’re 
reacting and acting against the fascist terror. 

PJEL:Here in the U.S. many Anarchists believe that 
punk music has no revolutionary value and is 
nothing more than white middle-class music. What 
role do politics play in your music? 

Paulo : Hardcore is a cultural expression of punk. 
Punk is internationalist and one of its proposals^ 
the union of all people and cultures around the 
world. Its totally ridiculous to say that hardcore 
is music for the white , middle class; it smells 
like rascism to me. 

Hardcore is a cultural expression of 
anarchism and I can’t see these seperated. HC 
is more than music, its a group of attitudes in 


favor of freedom... like anarchism. 

Here are many bands that call themselves 
punk/HC, but don’t work, in any way, for 
anarchism and still are sexist, homophobic, and 
totally capitalist. Some bands are also fascist. 

I can tell you some: D.F.C., Extremamente 
Irritante, Scum Noise, RJD.P., Colera, Innocentes 
(fascist), Olho Seco, and Kaos 64 (fascist) 

Because they call themslves Punk/HC, they 
muddle up things a lot and corrupt the punk 
movement, so we encourage you to boycott. If 
you believe that Punk/@/HC is a serious thing and 
not a game for money and fame, don’t take/buy 
things of these bands. 

JOfllmaa: In my opinion, the two things walk 
together hand in hand. I can’t see punk music 
seperated from anarchist context. The punk/HC 
music is internationalist, anti -discrimination and 
carries a feeling of revolutionary rebellion. For 
me, it takes a part in the anarchist ideology. For 
me . the bands that aren’t anarchists are just 
musical bands and haven’t anything to do with 
punk/HC 

Sadol: I believe that Punk/HC music has quite 
a lot in common with anarchist politics. First 
because it’s anti -commercial music and for its 
social intervention. And .Second, because the punk 
culture is based in libertarian principles. 

P.E.: Are any or all of you vegetarians? Is this 
difficult for you in Brasil? 

Sadol:I don’t consume meat or leather products. 
I’ve done this now for three years and haven’t 
had great difficulties. My choice is not just 
personal, its a political choice because its a way 
that I found to boycott one great pillar of 
capitalism. The murder industry of animal 
exploitation, forest devastation, the greenhouse 
effect, the breakdown of the ecological equilibrium, 
hunger and destruction. 

Paulo: I don’t consume meat/leather, besides not 
being a natural way of eating, including health 
problems, there are several problems like food 
scarcity, or the planet temperature elevation that 
could be resolved or eased with the end of meat 
consumption. I still eat eggs, milk and derivitives 
but I try not to buy these products from large 
industries, who really exploit and kill animals. I 
also know that animals have feelings, emotions, 
desires,etc.^to kill them is to commit a crime. 

Its hard to be vegetarian here. Foods like 
soy aren’t easily found and food is one of the 
most expensive products here. Another great 
problem is that personal hygiene, industrialized 
food (margarine, katsup,etc..) and other things are 
from two or three large industry monopololies and 
these industries practice animal testing. Its very 
hard to boycott them because theres no alternative 
products, the alternatives on the market cost four 
or five times more. 
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JoaimasI don’t eat meat, try not to use products 
that contain animal derivatives, and try to only 
eat fruits and vegetables and still eat milk and 
cheese. I try to buy these things in small places 
so that there will not a great profit and 

exploitation. 

Maintaining a vegetarian life in Brasil is 
very hard because some vegetables are very 

expensive and its hard to find them. Most of 
the population is addicted to meat and meat 

derrivatives. Its terrible because we have 

malnourished people with very poor health, and 
many animals are dying to satisfy their killer 
desires. We can’t ignore the killing of animals 
any longer, thats enough!! 

P.E.: Within the punk scene, do you have a lot 
of problems with sexism and homophobia? Do 
you have a strong feminist movement? 

Josimas: As I said in another question, there are 
false punk gangs that are very machoist. sexist, 
homophobic and we’re against these ways of 
thinking because they are contradictory to @/punk. 

We do our propaganda in favor of the 
rights of homosexuals and women, and these gangs 
don’t like it .so there are conflicts that are usually 
tense discussions and sometimes they end in 
physical violence. 

Here, the feminist movement inside the 
punk movement is very decentralised and acts 


sporatically. Theres agoo d 
fanzine “Libertac o 
Feminim”(Fema!e Liberation) 
and another that for a long 
time I haven’t seen. 
“Pandora”. The feminist 
movement was started by 
individual actions, where the 
women steadied their posi- 
tions day by day at home, 
at work... but as an orga- 
nized group, its weak. 
Sadol: No. nowadays we 
don’t face this kind of 
problem, people that form 
the anarco-punk scene ( at 
least in this area) are 
coherent and evolved in what 
they do. Homophobia, 
sexism, for us are social 
drugs, and they don’t have 
a place in our scene; we 
exclude them. 

In the punk move- 
ment there are nowadays, 
very few people dedicated 
specifically to feminism. A 
large part of feminism 
groups are connected with 
parties or governmental 
institutions. The fight for female liberation is 
certainly our fight too. so we’ll always be 
sympathetic to the fight and defend the equality 
and insubmissiveness of our companions. 

Paulo: Inside the anarco-punk scene I don’t see 
homophobia or sexism; everyone (for the most 
part) defends sexual freedom and the individual 
persons rights. Sure, sometimes someone appears, 
interested in manipulating peoples feelings, just 
wanting sex...but when discovered, are boycotted, 
ignored, until they leave the scene that they never 
took part in. 

The feminist question is approached daily, 
and the women (and 
some men) fight for 
equality of the indi- 
vidual. Nowadays, 
there are a few 
groups who return 
to this question. 

A large part 
of feminist groups 
in Brasil are in- 
volved with political 
parties and by work- 
ing with power and 
laws, reproduce and 
encourage a society 
where neither the 
women or the men 


are superior. 

P.E.: What do you think of western religions like 
the Mormons invading the smallest of villages in 
North Brasil? 

Paulo: The little villages in Northern Brasil are 
very isolated from each other which can justify 
the great quantity of different religions. Due to 
its lack of communication with the rest of the 
world. It’s very easy for a religious leader to 
manipulate and convert a group of people. 

It’s necessary to fight against all religion, 
because of their metaphores. prohibitions, prom- 
ises. etc.They transform humanity to a resigned 
state, to an obedient slave and to a great producer 
of wealth. 

Josimas: I’m against any religion, because they 
just enslave the human mind, looking for the wealth 
of some religious leader. 

Brasil is a country formed by immagrants 
of several parts of the world, and each one brings 
a religious belief and they try to spread it where 
they live. 

With the Amazonian people, its too easy, 
because there the people don’t have a lot of 
information and are very naive. It makes it easy 
for any religion to penetrate the area there. 
Sadol: It’s really sad. if in the big cities, where 
the culture and information level is a little higher. 
There is theft and manipulation by the damn 
religions. What can we say about the small villages, 
by their choice or not. are very isolated from our 
world and because its difficult for them to have 
access to knowledge of human sciences; it makes 
them easy victims of v opertunist religious 
colonizors. 

The fight, anti-clergical. athiest or anti- 
authority (however you want to define it) must 
be spread to these areas, to prove to these people, 
through the argument offered scientific material- 
ism. the inexistence of god and then make them 
free of oppression, dogmatization and divine 
exploration. Long live revolution, death to leaders. 






gods and myths. 

P.E.:In Sao Paulo I know there is an enormous 
amount of homeless; What sort of problems are 
there? 

Sadol: Once again, the problem comes from the 
socio-economic system, from the capitalist social 
organization structure. The native question has 
always been a great problem in this country. Now. 
the capitalist development, in the forms of neo- 
liberal government, the situation is much worse. 
The social inequality is so great that it leaves the 
majority of society with minimal surviving 
conditions. Then men. women, and children, in 
short, entire families are left homeless and hungry 
and without living perspectives. 

And if it wasn’t enough, the cruel “life” 
that those people are forced to the life that these 
people are forced to live, mant times they become 
victims of violent massacres ordered by the state 
and its repressive institution the military police, 
who do their dirty job very well, being the 
bourgoisies’ watchdog; defending the property 
usurped from the people by the parasite bourgois 
mob. Thats enough! Stop social injustice, stop 
the military. Society with equality and social 
organization is made with freedom and respect for 
the rights of all beings. 

Paulo: We live in capitalist country thats often 
in crisis, which generates, as I said before, 
unemployment and marginalization. People find 
themselves forced to live in the streets, eating the 
leftovers or charities of societys consumption. 
This problem also forces the people to abandon 
their children, who continue living in the streets 
where they start to steal to survive. Massacres 
happen often, done by the police or by professional 
killers (who work for the police) contracted by 
areas businessmen, intended to “clean-up” the area. 
These slaughters happen often and children are 
killed daily by this. 

The murderous military from Brasil are 
never condemned for their crimes because they’re 
judged by the military justice. The military police 
is autonomous in the society. 

JOfimas: In Brasil. 90^ of the population is poor 
in this 90^. 15^ live in the streets and 30^ live 
in shacks. People who live in the streets form 
families that live asking for money, selling paper 
found in the garbage or eating restaurants leftovers 
that they find in the garbage, etc.. Many times 
due to hunger some of them steal food. The police 
hunt them in a cowardly way. killing many of them 
at one time, mainly the children, who are 
defenseless. 

P.E.: Additional comments, etc.? 

Josinuw: I want to thank everyone who reads this 
interview and would like for people disagree with 
our opinions to write us and talk with us. because 


we don’t think of ourselves as the masters of the 
truth. In the end of this interview are addresses 
of bands and @ groups. 

Sadol: Thanks to Kerry and others from Profane 
Existence and everyone who gave us attention up 
until now. Execradores is waiting for contacts 
for discussion, information, trades and everything. 

We’re waiting for your letters and take 
this oppertunity to say that beyond band activities 
we also work with a label called “Esperanza 
Graraciones”. a distributor of EP’s. LP’s. 
cassettes, t-shirts, papers, magazines, books, etc.. 
Collectives, bands, individuals. animals....get in 
touch, and please, if possible, send an IRC. Health, 
freedom and resistence! 

Paulo: Thanks to Profane Existence for this space. 


especially to our new friend Kerry, and to you 
who reads this, and are interested in what have 
to say. 

We are waiting for your contact. If you 
want to trade more ideas or material, write first, 
and please send IRC’s if possible. We are poor 
and postage is very expensive! Remember that a 
society free of oppression will only exist if we 
work and fight for it. It won’t improve if all 
we do criticize; we need to produce! Kisses for 
everyone!

Being the DJ alluded to in two issues of 
PE as being hassled by Epitaph Records for 
not playing any of their Epicrap,” I feel 
obligated to clear things up just a little bit. 

I was never contacted directly by anyone from 
Epitaph - i.e. they didn’t call WRFL-FM here 
in Lexington with the expressed purpose of 
finding “the punk rock guy” or whatever. I 
never spoke directly to any representatives 
from Epitaph on the phone, through the mail, 
or otherwise. 

Basically, I cruised by WRF1 one evening 
after getting out of class and found Sami 
Ibrahim, my friend and then-WRFL Music 
Director, sitting at his desk with a black 
cloud over his head. This is a common for music 
directors at college radio stations, as their 
job is to see that the station retains a good 
influx of music (even if it is hokey, watered- 
down crap), and that involves endless hours 
of conversing with blowhard record company 
workers whose job is to solicit “product.” 
When I asked Sami what the problem was, he 
handed me a piece of paper with Epitaph’s phone 
number on it. He then recounted his phone 
conversation with a representative from Epi- 
taph who called him as he was doing his duty 
as MD. This person had apparently called 
looking for information on the WRFL punk show, 
which I’m in charge of. They got to discussing 
music and said the representative asked what 
music I played on the show. Sami was only able 
to pull one band off the top of his head (3- 
WAY CUM), and the gut reportedly got really 
pissed, leaving his phone number behind so I 
could call him back. By the time I had heard 
what happened, I wadded up the piece of paper 
with the number on it and threw it away. 

Since then, no one from Epitaph has, as far 
as I know, called WRFL looking for me or anyone 
else to tell them what gets played on “Burning 
Sensations” every week. A computer record is 
kept of bands and songs, but they never become 
a part of chart or playlist to be sent to record 
companies. I don’t “report” to anyone, and 
never will, and the fact that I don’t agree 
with Epitaph’s dealings is only another reason 
why I don’t like anything they release, from 
musical standpoints or otherwise. 


But over-repeated digs at Epitaph aside, 
this phone call (which I didn’t even receive) 
was a totally isolated incident and Brett 
Gurewitz may have been telling the truth when 
he stated that Epitaph does not employ anyone 
to call college radio stations and harass the 
Dj’s. But the “no Epitaph chain - wallet core” 
on “Burning Sensations” still stands; espe- 
cially in the face of their distribution deal 
with Sony.

I read this 
letter twice because I can relate to his 
situation. I too am an Incarcerated Anarchist 
in the Massachusetts Prison System. I have 
been down 5 years and have roughly 9 months 
left before I am released. The Department of 
Corrections (DOC) have me down as an (S.T.G.) 


Security Threat Group for various security 
infractions. The Inner Perimeter Security 
(IPS) seem to believe that I am a anarchist 
“leader”, I laughed and explained to them that 
there are no leaders in anarchism. I even 
showed them the definition of anarchy - they 
still to think l’m full of shit, and some sort 
of leader. It’s like talking to a brick wall. 

I have a lot of anarchist literature, at 
one point the I.P.S. tried to confiscate my 
books. There is a policy 103 OCC 400.00 INMATE 
MANAGEMENT. I'm sure from state to state but 
Wesley B. should look in his inmate law library 
and read up on inmate management. These DOC 
officials cannot ban books regarding politi- 
cal beliefs, race, creed, or religion. They 
can deprive the U.S. from the Anarchist 
Cookbook and other literature regarding the 
manufacture of weapons and explosives - that ’s 
only logical. As far as Profane Existence 
goes, I have no problem getting your zine in. 
Once I jammed the 103 OCC 400 (IMP) in tbeir 
faces, they had no choice but to return all of 
my books.

If it weren’t for your zine I’d be going right 
out of my mind right about now. I would also 
appreciate it if you could print my name and 
address, I want to correspond with other punx 
and anarchists.

Hello P.E. Folks, 

I am writing to you for several reasons. 
First and foremost is to give you a pat on the 
back for putting such a great zine that is 
intensely political and anarchistic while 
still covering the punk which I like best, real 
anarchist - political punk. To me the two are 
inseperable and intertwined. 

I am from a shitty suburb of Chicago where 
the usual nothingness shit goes on. Two days 
ago there was a protest in Rosemont (about 15 
minutes away) against Newt Gingrich’s con- 
tract with America, but smog stopped his plane 
from coming. In the fall my friends and I 
protested against the KKK who had a rally on 
the steps of the county courthouse. We were 
even in solidarity with the local Hispanic 
Council and made some new friends there. 

We are currently trying to contribute to 
the Struggle zine or start our own. The lack 
of good politically charged punk rock zine 
information is disheartening. With a few 
exceptions (including yours) there is a 
definite void of information getting out. 

Currently we are just starting and it’s 
only about ten of us but we are trying to spread 
the word about Student Unrest day to whoever 
we can. When I say “we” I’m speaking for our 
group but this is really my letter. l’m trying 
to get more information about anarchism as 
I’ve only recently come to realize what a 
political force and way of life it can be, just 
like D.I.Y. punk. 

There is a lack of literature here with 
the local Autonomous Zone in the middle of 
moving but still operational so they are up in 
the air at the present time. We hope to be able 
to produce the Chicago scene reports but 
nothing is concrete yet. 

I went to Chaos Days expecting much but 
finding little and even worse. Let me explain. 
On the Saturday after my companion and I 
arrived there we saw a group of about forty 
punks gathered on a hill who said “they” were 
Chaos Days. They waited until some cops 
arrived and smashed the glass from a bus 
station stop. No arrests were made then but 
when they started walking down the street they 


smashed the windows out of a car on the street 
and, in predictable fashion, ran in all 
directions when the cops tried to arrest two 
punks. Typical California solidarity, I 
guess. 

The only riots that took place were on the 
mural downtown wall. It ended up not being a 
total disappointment as i met some cool people 
and got to squat and see the city. 

Oh, I forgot to mention. The owner of the 
car walked out it was (seriously) an almost 
toothless woman in her sixties wondering why 
those “punks” smashed her car. Just total 
bullshit and it just made all punx look bad in 
the eyes of the citizens. Well, I think l’ve 
rambled on enough so thanks for listening and 
for keeping up the punk - anarchist spirit.

Because me and my friend have numerous 
punk/anarchy tattoos, we have been named the 
instigators of the clash between police and 
inmates at Camphill, we were both due to be 
released in due maximums on April of this year. 
But now the fucking scum F.B.I., has lodged 
federal detainers against us! Just recently 
a group of people got together and hired us an 
attorneys! They are from some civil rights 
organization. We will beat these fucking 
maggots, and when the smoke clears anarchy 
will prevail! 

Your story on “Dumpy” was good, I had 
the pleasure of meeting him here on the streets 
of Pittsburgh once in ’86, and again just 
before I was framed on this weapons charge in 
’ 87 . He is a good man with a lot of heart . It’s 
really good to see him going to Brazil, and 
more countries. Someone needs to pass the word 
around to different countries and let the 
anarchists everywhere know they are not alone. 

The story from Daniel about oppression 
in his high school really pissed me off! I 
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can’t understand why him and his friends 
didn’t show those scum fuck assholes, what 
happens when they instigate violence. I, just 
like the next guy would rather avoid violence. 
But if someone knocks my friend out, then kicks 
him in his head, then as far as I’m concerned 
the fucking war is on! 

Years ago, when I entered the punk scene, 
what attracted me was the togetherness and 
trust among punkers, the safe feeling that 
even though we weren’t looking for trouble, if 
it did come along, we had each other’s backs.

Your zine is the closest us brothers 
locked down can come to being back in the scene 
we love so much! I was surprised about Chaos 
Days being changed. But if a miracle happens 
and me and my friend are free August ’96 we will 
be in Eugene, Oregon for the “Resist and Exist” 
gathering. Those crusty assholes need to put 
the energy they use fucking up useless shit 
towards unity and true resistance against the 
fucking feds, cops, and all other scum who 
continues to hold us down. 

If you could, we’d appreciate ya printing 
our address so maybe we could get some mail 
from you brother and sister punks/anarchists. 
We are truly alone here in the states cage, it 
would really mean a lot to us to get some 
thorough correspondence from out there!

The following is a follow-up to the Scotland 
scene report from last issue . Although some 
of the relevant information is now dated, we 
felt it still contains some important info: 

Even post-Criminal Justice Act (CJA) 
Faslane Peace Camp is still here at the 
roadside of loch Long next to Britains Nuclear 
deterrent . 

The now infamous C. J.A. has heralded more 
dubious powers all aimed at resistance and 
protest movements. For instance, M.I.5 have 
turned there repressive powers towards Eco/ 
Peace/ movements with the IRA cease fire. 
There new powers include being able to bug 
places if there is suspected conduct “by a N 
(?2 or more if that, we suspect!) of people 
in pursuit of a common purpose", this however 
doesn’t make a shitload of difference to the 
camp anyway as our phone line has been bugged 
for the duration of it’s existence along with 
24 hour surveillance from our local Ministry 
of Defense (M.O.D.) police assholes! 

Presently, the camp has Activists (3-4) 
helping resist the Newberry Bypass (Eng) all 
under threat of being banged up or worse! 

So far in the camps 14 years of history 
it’s residents (not elitist as proposed by an 
enraged writer at Class War after criticism of 
Cw’s condemnation of the A.L.F., I support 
both by the way! ) have held enumerate Actions/ 
Demos etc. resulting in a great many convic- 
tions, jail sentences for campers and activ- 
ists alike, as well as alerting the general 
public to Nuclear power/weapons are a threat 
to ALL! 

The camp is now facing an uncertain 
future, (well that’s a lie we know we’re going 
to be evicted) because of changing council 
boundaries ie. the Dumbarton ‘Authorities’ 
approve our bid for disarmourment , if not our 
methods, eg. break-ins, stopping nuclear 
Convoys, Blockades and Mass Trespasses, even 
an incident where a camper boarded a Trident 
Submarine, only gaining acknowledgment from 
armed M.O.D. Plod when introducing himself to 
them. 

Unfortunately, we will be moving into the 
Argyle and Bute district as from April 1st, 
their publications stating that they intended 
to do away with the “so-called" Peace Comp, 
is this just a big April Fool’s joke being 
played on us, if it is it ain’t funny! 

So under the threat of eviction after 14 
years we desperately need help in the form of 
a physical presence referably (the camp ain’t 
full yet, Caravans are empty) of if you are 
unable to come convince others or send 
donations cause we need a van to acquire 
equipment needed and for daily use.

Catechism of the Anarchopunk 


(Apologies to Sergi Nechayev) 

Principles by which the Anarchopunk Must be Guided 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE ANARCHOPUNK 
TOWARDS HIMSELF 

( 1 .) The anarchopunk is a dedicated individual . 
(S)he has no interests of (her)his own, no affairs, no 
feelings, no attachments, no belongings, not even a real 
name. Everything in (her)him is absorbed by a single 
exclusive interest, a single thought, a single passion — 
anarchopunk. 

(2.) In the very depths of (her)his being, not only 
in words, but in deeds, (s)he has broken every tie with 
civil order and the entire mainstream world, with all its 
laws, properties, social conventions and its ethical 
rules. (S)he is an implacable enemy of this world, and 
if (s)he continues to live in it, that is only to destroy it 
more effectively. 

(3.) The anarchopunk despises all indoctrina- 
tion and has rejected the mundane sciences, leaving 
them to future generations. (S)he knows only one 
science, the science of destruction. To this end, and this 
end alone, (S)he will study mechanics, physics, chem- 
istry, distortion pedals, and perhaps medicine. To this 
end (s)he will study day and night the living science: 
people, their characters and circumstances and all the 
features of the present social order at all possible levels. 
(Her)his sole and constant object is the immediate 
destruction of this vile order. 

(4.) (S)he despises public opinion. (S)he despises 
and abhors the existing social ethic in all its manifesta- 
tions and expressions. For (her)him, everything is moral 
which assists the triumph of revolution. Immoral and 
criminal is everything which stands in its way. 

(5.) The anarchopunk is a dedicated individual, 
merciless towards the state and towards the whole of 
educated and privileged society in general; and must 
expect no mercy from them either. Between (her)him 
and them there exists, declared or undeclared, an un- 
ceasing and irreconcilable war for life and death. (S)he 
must discipline (her)himself to endure torture and Green 
Day CD’s. 

(6.) Hard towards oneself, the anarchopunk must 
be hard towards others as well. All of the tender and 
effeminate emotions of kinship, friendship, love, grati- 
tude, and even honor must be funnelled into the basis for 
cold and single minded passion for the anarchopunk 
cause. There exists for (her)him only one delight, one 
consolation, one reward and one gratification — the 
success of the anarchopunk revolution. Night and day 
(s)he must have but one thought, one aim — merciless 
destruction. In cold-blooded and tireless pursuit of 
(her)his aim, (s)he must be prepared both to die 
(her)himself and to destroy with (her)his ownhands 
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everything that stands in the way of its achievement. 

(7.) The nature of the true anarchopunk has no 
place for any romanticism, sentimentality, rapture or 
enthusiasm. It has no place either for personal hatred or 
vengeance. The anarchopunk passion, which becomes 
a habitual state of mind, must at every moment be 
combined with cold calculation. Always and every- 
where (s)he must be not what the promptings of (her)his 
personal inclinations would be, but what the general 
interest of the anarchopunk revolution prescribes. 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE ANARCHOPUNK 
TOWARDS HIS COMRADES IN REVOLUTION 

(8.) The anarchopunk considers his friends and 
holds dear only a person who has shown (her)himself in 
practice to be as much of an anarchopunk as (her)himself. 
The extent of this friendship, devotion and other obliga- 
tions towards (her)his comrade is determined only by 
their degree of usefulness in the practical work of total 
revolutionary destruction. 

(9.) The need for solidarity among anarchopunks 
is self-evident. In it lies the whole strength of 
anarchopunk work. Anarchopunk comrades who pos- 
ses the same degree of anarchopunk understanding and 
passion should, as far as possible, discuss all important 
matters together and come to unanimous decisions, but 
in implementing a plan decided upon in this manner, 
each anarchopunk should as far as possible rely on 
(her)himself. In performing a series of destructive 
actions each anarchopunk must act for (her)himself and 
have recourse to the advice and help of (her)his com- 
rades only if this is necessary for success (of the plan). 

(10.) Each comrade should have under him sev- 
eral anarchopunks from the second or third category, 
that is comrades who are not completely initiated. He 
should regard them as portions of a common fund of 
anarchopunk capital, placed at (her)his disposal. (S)he 
should expend (her)his portion of the capital economi- 
cally, always attempting to derive the utmost possible 
benefit from it. (S)he should regard (her)himself as 
capital consecrated to the triumph of the anarchopunk 
cause; but as capital (s)he may not dispose of indepen- 
dently without the consent of the entire company of the 
fully initiated comrades. 

(11.) When a comrade gets into trouble, the 
anarchopunk, in deciding whether (s)he should be res- 
cued or not, must think not in terms of (her)his 
personal feelings but only of the good of the revolution- 
ary cause. Therefore (s)he must balance, on the one 
hand, the usefulness of the comrade, and on the other, 
the amount of anarchopunk energy that would be nec- 
essarily be expended on (her) his deliverance, and must 
settle for whichever is the weightier consideration. 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE ANARCHOPUNK 
TOWARDS SOCIETY 

(12.) The admission of a new member, who has 
proved (her)himself not only with words but by deeds, 
may be decided upon only by unanimous agreement. 

(13.) The anarchopunk enters into the world of 
the state, of class and of so-called culture, and lives in 
it only because (s)he has faith in its speedy and total 
destruction. (S)e is not an anarchopunk if (s)he feels 
pity for any power structure in this world. If (s)he is able 
to, (s)he must face the annihilation of a situation, of a 
relationship or of any person who is a part of the 
hierarchy of this world — everyone and everything must 
be equally odious to (her)him. All the worse for 
(her)him if (s)he has family, friends, and loved ones in 
this world; (s)he is no anarchopunk if they can stay 
(her)his hand. 

(14.) Aiming at merciless destruction the 




anarchopunk can and sometimes must live within soci- 
ety while pretending to be quite different other than 
what (s)he is. The anarchopunk must penetrate every- 
where, among all of the lowest and the middle classes, 
into the houses of commerce, the church, the mansions 
of the rich, the world of the bureaucracy, the military 
and of literature, the Third Section [the Secret Police] 
and even the White House. 

(15.) All of this foul society must be split up into 
several categories: the first category comprises those to 
be condemned immediately to mockery. The society 
must compile a list of those condemned persons in order 
of the relative harm they may do to the successful 
progress of the anarchopunk cause, and thus in order of 
their removal. 

(16.) In compiling these lists and deciding the 
order referred to above, the guiding principle must be 
individual acts of villainy committed by the person as 
well as by the hatred he provokes among the society or 
the people. This villainy and hatred is useful to a certain 
extent because it helps incite popular rebellion. Thus 
the guiding principle must be the measure of service the 
persons character assassination will necessarily render 
to the anarchopunk cause. Therefore, in the first in- 
stance all those must be annihilated which are espe- 
cially harmful to the anarchopunk organization, and 
whose sudden mockery and attacks will also inspire the 
greatest fear in the government and, by depriving it of 
its most cleverest and most energetic figures, will 
shatter its strength. 

(17.) The second category must consist of those 
who are granted temporary respite to live, solely in 
order that their bestial behavior shall drive the people to 
inevitable revolt. 

(18.) To the third category belong a multitude of 
high-ranking cattle, or personages distinguished nei- 
ther for any particular intelligence nor for energy, but 
who, because of their position, enjoy wealth, connec- 
tions, influence, or power. They must be exploited in 
every possible fashion and way ; they must be enmeshed 
and confused, and, when we have found out as much as 
we can about their dirty secrets, we must make them our 
slaves. Their power, influence, connections, riches and 
energy thus become an inexhaustible treasure-house 
and an effective aid to our various enterprises. 

(19.) The fourth category consists of politically 
ambitious persons and liberals of various hues. With 
them we can conspire according to their own programs, 
pretending that we are blindly following them, while in 
fact we are taking control of them, rooting out all of 
their secrets and compromising them to the utmost, so 
that they are irreversibly implicated and can be em- 
ployed to create disorder for the state. 

(20.) The fifth category is composed of doctri- 
naires, conspirators, revolutionaries, anarchopunks, and 
other sordid posers, all of those who are given to the idle 
peroration, whether before audiences or on paper. They 
must be continually incited and forced into making 
vigorous declarations of practical intent, as a result of 
which the majority of them will vanish without a trace 
and real anarchopunk revolutionary gain will accrue 
from a few. 

(2 1 .) The sixth, and an important category, is that 
of the oppressed classes and countercultures (Women, 
minority races, Queer culture, etc). They should be 
divided into three main types: first, those frivolous, 
thoughtless, and vapid individuals who we may use as 
the third and fourth categories; the second who are 
ardent, gifted, and devoted, but do not belong to us 
because they have not achieved a real passionate and 
practical anarchopunk understanding: those must be 
used like individuals from the fifth category; and finally 
there are women, minorities, Queers and other ‘social 
deviants’ who are with us completely, that is, have been 


fully initiated and have accepted our program in its 
entirety. We should regard these individuals with the 
utmost importance, whose assistance and participation 
we cannot do without. 

THE ATTITUDE OF THE ANARCHOPUNK 
TOWARDS THE PEOPLE 

(22.) Anarchopunk has only one aim — the total 
emancipation and happiness of the people, that is the 
common person. But, convinced that their emancipa- 
tion and the achievement of this happiness can be 
realized only by means of the all destroying, popular 
revolution, our society will employ all its power and all 
its resources in order to promote an intesification and an 
increased exposure of those calamities and evils which 
must finally exhaust the patience of the people and 
drive it to a popular uprising. 

(23.) By “popular revolution” anarchopunks do 
not mean a regulated movement on the classical West- 
ern model — a movement which has always been re- 
strained by the notion of property and the traditional 
social order of so-called civilization and morality, which 
has until now always confined itself to the overthrow of 
one political structure merely to substitute another, and 
has striven thus to create the so-called revolutionary 
state. The only revolution that can save the people is 
one that eradicates the entire state system and extermi- 
nates all state traditions of the regimes and class sys- 
tems worldwide. 

(24.) Therefore anarchopunk does not intend to 
impose on the people any organization from above. 
Any future organization will undoubtedly take shape 
through the movement and life of our people, but that is 
a task for future generations. Our task is terrible, total, 
universal, merciless destruction. 

(25.) Therefore, in drawing closer to the people, 
we must ally ourselves above all with those elements of 
popular life which, ever since the very foundation of the 
state power, have never ceased to protest, not only in 
words but in deeds, against everything directly or 
indirectly connected to the state : against the rich, against 
the bureaucracy, against the priests, against the corpo- 
rate conglomerates, and against the petit bourgeoisie 
profiteer. But [we] shall ally ourselves with the intrepid 
world of brigands and misfits who are the only true 
revolutionaries in the world. 

(26.) To knit this world into a single invincible, all- 
destroying and ungovernable force — this is the purpose of 
our entire organization, our conspiracy, and our task. 



Chaos Daze 

I’ve decided that us “mid ‘80’s anarcho-punks” are 
seriously fighting a rear guard battle against the re- 
definition of punk by these Hollywood clone “chaos 
punk” -”anti-p.c.” types. Here in Minneapolis a veg- 
etarian punk is the exception, not the norm, for ex- 
ample. It is almost like American punk in some areas 
is backsliding into it’s media created corporate defined 
past. I just don’t get it? The one thing that I saw that 



sparked this line of thinking was a flyer in Extreme 
Noise up on the wall. It was for “Chaos Daze” in 
Berkeley and Oakland. I just want to start this off by 
saying that “Chaos Days” is really annoying to me. 
Especially this utterly stupid flyer and the way it was 
worded. All this spiky, 40oz. swilling, charged hair and 
lots of leather... and lets not forget, fuck off to those p.c. 
types who believe in order. This is what I mean by 
“Hollywood punk “, the flyer implied that a gathering 
should not have any political motivation. The only 
motivation should be swilling and ...maybe fighting the 
pigs. Although I doubt any actual anti-police activity 
will be going on. That would be too much like going to 
a demonstration and that is too “p.c”. These people are 
just following a media stereotype that the media created 
about punk. Its crazy. The only genuine part of punk 
that punks actually created was and is the anti-authori- 
"tarian, autonomous, anarchist social-political views of 
working class youth. All the fists raising half empty 
40s and violent, aggressive behavior that works to the 
detriment of the “scene” is just the easily influenced 
being brainwashed by TV-land. It’s no wonder that this 
gathering is in California. California is the media- 
advertising capital of the world. It’s lucky that Minne- 
sota is not in such close proximity to Hollywood. But, 
afterall, you need to be tough to survive our tundra 
ecosystem of eternal frost and snow. Hopefully that 
will give us Minnesotans more endurance to keep our 
ideals of anarcho-punk because we don’t have to follow 
media fads. Hopefully.... Punk is not punk without 
political and environmental awareness!!! 

The Boundary Waters and Voyageurs National Parks. 

All punks who are interested in the fight to defend 
our North Woods should be aware that various interests 
are trying to destroy the Boundary Waters and Voyageurs 
national Parks. As of now, these parks are free of 
logging, and the use of motorized vehicles. The only 
way one can negotiate the thousands of lakes is by 
canoe. This area is one of the most beautiful area of 
forests and lakes that I have ever seen. One can canoe 
for hundreds of miles and most of the portages are under 
a few hundred yards. This is the only part of the 
continental U. $. where timber wolves are not endan- 
gered and in fact are quite abundant. Every punk 
should be concerned about the survival of habitat of this 
most punk rock animal. I could talk forever about how 
awesome the North Woods and these parks are; espe- 
cially cool when you are camping with some homebrew 
and travelling by canoe. Well, scum that call them- 
selves the “wise use movement” want to downgrade the 
parks to a “recreation area” where road building will be 
allowed, motorized traffic, logging, hunting, develop- 
ment, gas stations, overpriced cabins for rich scum, RV 
parks, etc, etc..... As of now the area is completely 
pristine and there are almost no roads. If this comes to 
pass in the North Woods they’ll by prying my smoking 
gun out of my cold dead hand ! ! On another note, one of 
the reasons I’m writing this is to show that punks should 
be aware of what’s going on in their local ecosystems 
and keep active in this area because it is an area that is 
traditionally neglected by a punk scene that is very 
urban centered. 

Working Class? 

I have noticed a distinct lack of any consensus or 
idea of what the term working class means for our scene 
and generally in punk rock politics. Although I hear this 
word being thrown around by many various groups of 
very diverse political values. I’ve been thinking a lot 
about this lately at work (fancy that). I’ve been working 
too much lately- doing construction, mostly roofing. 
Does it seem that Roofing is a traditional punk rock 
occupation? It sure does in Minneapolis. Well, I 
suppose some part of me feels good about being a 
skilled laborer in the construction field. I would like to 
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continue being a construction worker but I would like to 
start my own cooperatively run company. Possibly this 
is what makes one want to blend your occupation or 
skill with your politics. I have come to the conclusion 
that it is time again for a working class/ skilled labor 
centered movement to exist amongst anarchist/ autono- 
mist/ libertarian thinking people. Just like it did in the 
1900s with the International Workers of the World in 
the U.S., the C.N.T. (Confederacion Nacional del 
Trabajo) /F.A.I. (Federacion Anarchista Iberica) in 
Spain, the Magonistas in Mexico, etc., etc. It would be 
great to see sindicalism ( a word that somewhat de- 
scribes this way of thinking) have a place in the punk 
scene. Maybe it would replace this bizarre “oi !” notion 
of “working class” which is practically the most com- 
mon connotation of working class in the punk move- 
ment. Not that I don’t like some Oi ! (I’m very selective) 
but there has to be an alternative. This follows with my 
belief that everyone, especially punx should become 
skilled in some form of occupation, this and practically 
alone this will help punx be more viable for a real 
autonomous lifestyle. 



wasn’t any structured membership as such. People just 
floated in and out and then back again on a pretty regular 
basis: the only thing that was constant about it was 
change, which we naturally considered to be rather yo- 
rad and a pretty healthy state of affairs. Quiz nights 
were Mondays and Wednesdays and we rarely made 
both so it got to be something of a Sunday night thing. 
Speaking for myself, I usually went to the Wild Way 
cafe just across the street for food first at about eight or 
so and then rushed across the busy, dangerous road in 
a flustered and excited manic-panic after having bolted 
down a boiling chilli in two minutes flat. Well, I had 
to really : it was expected of me, I was the fat boy and 
I didn’t want to let anybody down as I knew how it felt 
to be disappointed and I wouldn’t have wished that onto 
anybody: except perhaps Noel Edmonds, an evil man. 
Most of the other members of the team were hardened 
and battled-scarred alcoholics who had been in the pub 
for anything up to twelve hours by the time I got there 
at around 9 p.m. They just couldn’t put that bottle 
down. I personally had been practicing Zen fundamen- 
talism for the past six months after getting out of the de- 
tox ward at Rampton: either way, it was pretty hard to 
take it straight. 

The team was called “Scarborough” and the 
hardcore of us expert panelists were Ginger the cleaner. 
Scrumpy the muppet, bald Harry Haven the hardnut, 
Sally the psychie nurse (with her mate Biggies the 
boyfriend) and me, Frank Smith. Sometimes the team 
had other names but “Scarborough” was the one that we 
were given by the barkeep for the administrative pur- 
poses of the national league, or something. One time 
we were called “demon custard” and another “the 
stinking dykes”; the latter was the inspired brainwave 
of Sally the psychie nurse not because she was a 
psychiatric nurse, but because she was a nurse who was 
just a little bit “psychie” (this is English for ‘insane’). 
She would get drunk quite quickly and beg the tele- 
phone numbers of the absent from the weak-minded.
